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Repeater frequency, which has a 
co-channel interference problem 
with a repeater in New York will be 
changing frequency. TheXtalsareon 
orderand duplexers arebeing tuned 
for the new repeater pair. Prior to 
changing the frequency, a 
announcement willbe placed onthe 
repeater giving date of change over 
and new frequency. The CARA 440 
repeater has developed a snag.
